EXTERMINATION 


OF RUM FLEET 
STARTS TODAY 


Largest Anti-Liquor Of- 
fensive in History of 
American Prohibition 
Will Be Launched. 


23 CRAFT READY 
FOR WAR TO HILT 


Blockade Has Been Grad- 
ually Tightened and 
Whisky Prices Have 
Soared Correspondingly. 


New York, May 4.—A war of ex- 
termination was declared on rum row 
today when Captain W. V. E. Ja- 
cobs, divisional commander of the 
United States coast guard, announced 


that the entire force of men and ves- 


sels under his command tomorrow 
would launch the largest anti-rum of- 
fensive in the history of American pro- 
hibition. 

Five speedy cutters, six patrol boats 
and 12 chasers were at the Clifton 
Bay, Staten Island, base, with the 
supply ship Argus being overhauled 
for the drive. Engines were tuned up 
in expectation of speed contests with 
the more courageous of the whisky 
buccaneers, and machine guns were 
put inte condition for any emergency. 

A part of the plan will be the as- 
signument of one or more coast guard 
boats to watch each of the floating 
warehouses ou the row every bour. In 
this manner, the government men be- 
lieve they will be able to prevent the 
transfer of stocks into small boats ply- 
ing between the illicit fleet and t*- 
shores of Connecticut, Long Island 
and New Jersey. This precaution also 
would prevent the carrying of provi- 
sious, water and other supplies to the 
ships on the rum line by small boats 
operating from the shore. Captain 
Jacobs denied reports that he bad re- 
ceived or given any orders to “shoot 
to kill.” 

“We have found it necessary to 
tuke stronger measures against the 
liquor smugglers than were employed 
during the past yéar,” he said. He 
declined to say what rigorous meas- 
ures were plauned against the rum 
boats. There ultimately will be at 
least 50 coastguard beats in the war, 
he ached with ten of them cutters, 
These include the Seminole, the 
Gresham, the Mojave, the Seneca, the 
Red Wing, the Yamacraw and the 
Obissa, the last two named having re- 
cently been brought here from Savan- 
nah, Ga., and Portland, Maine, for the 
new offensive. 

The blockade against the rum run- 
ners has been gradually tightening, 
the government men said. They re- 
ported that the supply seeping into 
the country from rum row had been 
so depleted that the price for Scotch 
whisky had increased from $38 to $60 
a case in the past week. 

It. was pointed out that orders for 
the new offensive bad come from 
Washington after Brigadier General 
Lincoln C. Andrews, chief of the com- 
bined enforcement branches, and Rear 
Admiral] F. C. Billard, commander of 
the coast guard, had made a personal 
investigation of conditions.

INVASION ASSUMES

I'ez, Morocco, May 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Riffian tribes- 
men’s invasion of the French zone of 
Morocco is assuming serious propor- 
tions and Marshal Lyautey, governor 
of the territury, has come here to be 
nearer the active operations. 

The Riffians have already captured 
one French outpost and have had a 
successful action with a French de- 
tachment, whick attempted to throw 
a pontoon bridge acress the Ouergha 
river. The French were forced back 
but managed to destroy the boats be- 
fore withdrawing. 

Aim at Capital. 

Abd-el-Krim, the rebel 
thought to be aiming at Fez, confident 
that its capture would create such 
enthusiasm among the tribesmen that 
they would rally about him-and en- 
able him to overthrow the sultan. 

Marshal Lyautey and his aides, it 
is explained here, were fully aware 
that the attacks would occur and the

Because of its importance and tlre 
authoritative nete which it sounded, 
it was assumed by those trained in 
diplomacy that he must undoubtedly 
be voicing the views of the admini- 
stration at Washington. 

Special significance was attached

at a time when considerable suspi- 
cion and distrust of Germany is be- 
‘ng voiced in various parts of Eu- 
rope, particularly France. because of 
the election to the presidency of 
Fiel,] Marshal. von Hindenburg. who 
is asserted by some to represent those 
reactionary forces whieh are inimi- 
cal toa the peace and interest of at 
(least some of, the allies. 

Fire of Distrust. 
Interlocked with this idea, it has 
been conmmented, may be the fate of 
the security vact proposed by Ger- 
many and warmly seconded by Eng- 
land as a great step toward the re- 
establishment of rea] peace. Indeed. 
there has been some speculation as to 
whether the effective working of the 
Dawes plan might be impaired .by 
this fanning of the smouldering fire 
of distrust. 

Whether Ambassador Houghton had 
any of these things in mind was open 
to conjecture. He referred to none of 
them, but contented himself with mak- 
ing it plain not only that the reestab- 
lishment of peace was essential to 
‘the continuation of assistance from 
the United States but that the answer 
to the question whether there was to 
be peace must come from the peoples 
of Europe themselves. If there -was 
to be peace, then America would help 
in the reconstruction to the extent of 
her ability. 

REMARKS REFLECT 
ADMINISTRATION VIEW. 

Washington, Mav 4.—Ambassador 
lIoughton’s speech in London is re- 
garded as highly significant here, be- 
ceuse he recently was in Washington 
conferring on questions of European 
policy with the president and the sec- 
retary of state. 

It is interpreted here as notice to 
Europe that financial assistance from 
the United States in the form of fu- 
ture loans and interest reductions on 
Jebts will be withheld, pending the 
establishment of more stable condi- 
tions of peace. 

Although -Secretary of State Kel- 
logge declined to comment on_ the 
speech, there was no disposition in 
official circles to frown upon Hough- 
fons remarks.

|Text of Houghton Address 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

London, May 4.—Following is the 
text of Ambassador Houghton’s ad- 
dress tonight to the Pilgrim society: 

“I rise naturally with some em- 
barrassment. I realize that I. have 
done nothing to deserve this welcome. 
But I am comforted by the: reflection 
that no man receiving it could possi- 
bly appropriate it to himself. On be- 
half of the president who sends me 
here and the great people I have the 


(honor to represent, as well as on my 


own behalf. I thank you. 

*‘It was Lord Lyons, I believe, who 
said that the proudest -eather in his 
cap was the fact that he had left 
America without making a single 


speech. My own record is not so good. 


less, in the fact that I left Germany 
with only one speech to my credit, 
and that in English. It is instances 
like these, after all. which make dip- 
lomacy so attractive—to the diplomat 
and to the people to which he is ac- 
credited. 
Step in Routine. 


“Tonight. of course, it does not 
count. This dinner has come to be 
something more than a mere occasion 
of hospitality. It has become, in fact, 


a significant, if unofficial, step in tue 
routine whereby an American ambas- 
sador takes office. And I should be 
within tradition, I suspect, if I un- 
dertook now to say something about 
Anglo-American relations. 

“IT eannot bring myself to think that 
vou need assurances from me of Amer- 
ican good will and understanding; 
rather does it seem to me that there 
are relations between the English- 
speaking peoples which we may safely 
take for granted and regarding which 
a certain reticence is instinctive, and 
in my poor opinion, desirable. I be- 
lieve wholeheartedly that tangled up 
and involved in these friendly rela- 
tions is the promise of a better and 
happier world. 

“But surely the time is past when 
we need to dig up this friendship, as 
it were, on festive occasions, to ex- 
amine the roots and felicitate our- 
selves on their growth and vitality. It 
is not a tender plant; it has endured 
through days which meant deeds rath- 
er than words. We have no reason to 


anticipate its untimely demise. But 


iT will confess to you that in moments 


of rare and solitary self-communion, | 
sometimes wonder if it were not well 
that it be spared the scorching winds 
of after-dinner oratory. 
American Attitude. 
“T am going to assume, therefore, 
that vou will not expect me to refer 


specifically to ‘hands across the seas,’ 
or ‘blood is thieker than water.’ or 
even to ‘our common law.’ I hesitate, 
but I think we might perhaps usefully 
include also ‘the language of Shakes- 
peare,’ which neither of -us uses. No 
doubt there are others. With your 
permission, I shall lay them al] aside. 

“What I do want to say a word 


about is the attitude of the plain peo- 
ple of America toward the reconstruc- 
tion of Europe. I think that is im- 
portant, because the American for- 
eign office is in a very literal sense 
the homes of the American people 
and because in these homes matters 
are discussed and decisions reached 
which in the end determine the atti- 
tude of the American government. 

“T feel the desire because every 
now and then I either hear or read 
a statement which seems to imply that 
America’s relation to the problem of 
reconstruction is substantially that of 
A participant in a gigantic game of 


skill, in which it behgoves her to play 
her cards very warily, lest suddenly

“I doubt if the American ‘people 
look upon their ventures in recon- | 
struction in any such fashion.

They, like you, are contemplat- 
ing the slow recovery of a_ world 
which has been badly hurt morally 
and physically by war. If material 
progress hitherto has been slow, we 
can at least congratulate ourselves 
that it has been sure. As we cast 
our eyes backward over the past year, 
for instance, we note a really sub- 
stantial advance. The fundamental] 
necessity that the peoples of Central 
Europe shall be enabled once again 
to go to work has been met; capital. 
without which the other factors of 


production cduld not have been made 
to operate, has been supplied; cur- 
rency values have been largely stabil- 
ized. Your own long sustained and | 
magnificent effort to place your! 
money on aie gold basis. has been 
crowved with success, 

“Nevertheless, what remains to be 
done is almost as difficult as what al- 
ready has been accomplished. It in- 
volves considerations which are more 
or less intangible, It involves, in 
particular, a changed attitude of mind. 
for what the war destroyed was not 
only human lives, dreadful as was the 
toll, nor property, nor the forces of 
sovernment. It destroyed for the mo- 
ment belief in oye another’s good faith, 
and good faith is the cement which’ 
binds civilization together. Without 
it units, whether individua! or nation- 
al, simply fall apart. ' 

‘ Must Restore Good Faith. 

If human society is to function 
again as a whole, that good faith must 
at least be assumed. Peace: cannot 
come from without; it must come from 


within. is 

“Now, we in America, as you know 
are not wholly without experience in 
the kind of problems that have been 
tormenting Europe. We know the 
meaning of the wreckage and devas- 
tation which a great war brings in 
its train; we know what it means to 
borrow capital-under difficult condi- 
tlons; we know the meaning of de- 
preciated money, for we saw our pa- 
per dollar shrink in value until it 
took almost three of those dollars tuo 


buy one gold dollar. 


“We know. wholly the natural un- 
rest and resentment which these un- 
happy conditions create and foster. 
And that knowledge naturally enough 
has taught us to look upon the after- 
math of the war in Europe sympa- 
thetically and with an honest desire 
to help. But—we, too, are a practical 
people. When we lent our savings 
to make it possible for the peoples of 
central Europe to get to work, it wae 
because we knew that only in this way 
could Europe as a whole be made to 
function economically. When we lent 
our savings to rebuild the markets 
which had been destroyed, it was be- 
cause we knew that in no other way 
could they again be enjoyed. That 
Was necessary in the beginning; that 
was mere common sense. If we went 
at the job with a certain moral earn- 
estness, let that go to our credit. 

Limit to Cooperation. 

“It is natural for us to assume 
that those who have suffered so much 
from war should seek a_ settlement 
which. so far as is humanlv possible, 
should be free from conditions lead- 
ing directly to war. To that end, 
aud in that spirit, we have helped. 
ltut we have never forgotten tha‘ 
there was a limit beyond which we 
could not go. 

“The full measure of American 
helpfulness can be obtained only 
when the American people are assure*l

She has not been informed 
that the trial of the accused men is 
in progress. 

History of Case. 

Professor Wright was attacked on 
the morning of March 4.. He was 
dfiving his automobile on a highway 
near Eatonton and he inet- two 
youths and invited them to ride with 
him. After driving a short distance 
a third lad was peiked up. <A few 
minutes later one of the men, alleged 
to have been Coggeshall, struck Pro- 
fessor Wright twice on the head with 
an automobile spring, according to 
Scarborough’s alleged confession. 

The body was taken to a wood 
near the road. The men thought 
Professor Wright was dead, but he 
recovered sufficiently to crawl back 
to the main road, where he was 
found. He died three days later. 
The assailants took the automobile 
and escaped. The car was found in 
Athens. Coggeshall, McClelland and 
Searborough were taken into custody 
at Danielsville. When arrested, Pro- 
fessor Wright’s bunch of keys was 
found in McClelland’s possession. 

The three youths were not brought 
to the Putnam county jail when ar- 
rested. Scarborough was kept at 
Athens, while the other two were 
taken to Atlanta and later to Macon 
for safekeeping. All were brought to 
Fatonton Sunday.

Work Is Scientific. 


Scientists of the country are agreed 
that his work not only is thoroughly 
scientific, but is the most practical 
which has ever been done. Professor 
Seashore has discovered boys and girls 
who have never had any musical train- 
ing but who potentially are great 
artists, 

An example of such discovery is the 
case of Lynn Schuler who was tested 
in 1917 at the request of his father. 
Lynn, who was then 17 years. old, 
‘wanted a musical education. His fath- 
er wanted to put him into the hard- 
ware business in the town of Grant, 
Iowa, which was nearest to the farm. 
Professor Seashore’s tests showed that 
the boy had really remarkable ability 
in so far as his fundamental powers of 
musical talent were concerned. The 
various abilities were not only of high 
excellence but also so balanced and 
constituted that they showed a ca- 
pacity for a high order of success in 
playing the violin. Professor Sea- 
shore reported, therefore, that on the 
whole his case was a case of superior 
musical talent, unusually promising so 
faras natural capacit¥Y was concerned, 
and that if the boy were to be given 
the advantages of a musical education, 
his failure om success would depend 
largely upon the way in which he ap- 
plied himself to serious work upon his 
chosen instrument. 

Proclaim New Kreisler. 


Four years have gone by. On June 
9 the Des Moines, Iowa. Register 
printed a report from Clarinda, Iowa. 
stating that critics from that part of 
the state were claiming that a new 
Kreisler had appeared in Lynn Schu- 
ler.

they were hopeless.

Twenty-one cases of fine old liquors 
and wines and a seven-passenger se- 
dan were seized Monday afternoon by 
Fred D. Dismuke, prohibition director 
of Georgia, and members of the prohi- 
bition force.

U.S. Judge Rules Peace 
Officers’ Search Seizure 
Legal Without Warrant 


New York, May 4.—Search and 
seizure in homes and automobiles or 
in the pockets or packages of any 
person in the United States is legal 
without a warrant when state, cicty 
wr county officers do the searching. 

This interpretation of the fourth 
amendment to fhe constitution was 
handed down by Judge Duval We:t in 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
veals. Judge West's interpretation is 
taken to mean that federal officers 
and agents are prevented by the con- 
stitution from invading an American 
home or an American’s pockets with- 
cut a search warrant while other law 
officers are not amenable to the 
fourth amendment and may search at 
will and seize when able to do so. 

William Schroeder, who was arrest- 
ed last August when two police of: 
ficers saw him carry a package which 
proved to contain gin from a 
step to an nutomobile, sought to have 
the charges against him dropped by 
standing on his constitutional rights. 
Judge West ruled that the police of- 
ficers were justified in searching the 
package, although it bore no marking, 
end there was no reason for the po- 
licemen to believe that it contained an 
intoxicating beverage. 

‘Bhe seizure of the liquor did not 
violate Schroeder's constitutional 
rights because the seizing agents were 
not agents of the government and it 
cid not appear that they were acting 
for federal officers, according to the 
court’s ruling.

Several French women have given 
expression to their thoughts on the 
election of Marshal Hindenburg to 
the presidency of Germany.

This mountain sickness 
is characterized by some difficulty in 
breathing or a kind of gasping for 
air especially if the newcomer exerts 
himself much, a fecling of oppression 
in the chest, 92rhaps disgust for food 
or actual nausea and sometimes a 
little flightiness of mind. The skin 
and lips wupvear somewhat bluish. 
Quick and complete relief is obtained 
by inhalations of oxygen from a tank.

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PREPAYMENT PLAN 


Fight on a proposal by the rail- 
roads which, it is charged, would 
“destroy the peach industry in Geor- 
gia,” is being mapped by fruit grow- 
ers following a hearing Monday morn- 
ing before the standing rate commit- 
tee of the Southern Freight associa- 
tion on a plan by the carriers for 
prepayment or guarantee of freight 
charges on fruits and vegetables to, 
from and between points in the south- 
ern territory. : 

At the hearing Monday morning. 
W. C. Bewley, of Macon, manager 
of the Georgia Veach Growers’ ex- 
| change, declared that the rule pro- 
| posed by the carriers, if allowed to 
| become operative, would “destroy the 
peach industry in Georgia.” 

Under the rule proposed by the 
carriers, and considered by the com- 
mittee, the shipper must guarantee 
payment of freight charges through 
to the destination of tke produce at 
the tariff rate, to protect railroads in 
event consignees refuse for any cause 
to accept shipments and pay freight 
} charges.

A _ clock- 
work mechanism can be coupled to 
the periscope, causing it to revolve at 
the same rate as the sun. The angle 
between the north-south line and the 
direction of the sun is calculated for 
time somewhat later than the start, 
and the periscope is placed at this 
angle relatively to the longitudinal 
plane of the flying beat. 

When the time for the start comes | 
the clockwork is connected up and | 
the pilot has then to keep the image | 
of the sun on the reticle. The task 
of the navigator is to ascertain wheth- 
er he is going northward over the ice 
by means of the combined drift and 
speed. If he finds the flying boat 
is drifting before the wind and devi- 
ating from the North Pole course heft 
can measure the angle from the course | 
and ascertain his speed. If he varies: 
in his course by as little as four | 
points the navigator can calculate on: 
the dial how many points the pilot 
should turn toward the wind in order 
to advance due north. The navign- 
tor corrects the position by the com- 
pass and the pilot brings the air: | 
plane around to a new course. 

Inasmuch as the polar basin is 
covered with ice this method makes 
it possible to steer fairly accurately 
with the assistance of purely terres- 
trial navigation. During the short 
duration of the flights to the North 
Pole the drift of the ice is left out 
of count.

In the event of a change in 
meteorological conditions we shall 
check our reckonings by taking ob- 
servations of the sun at certain in- 
tervals.

Boots—The best way to start re- 
ducing is to teach your stomach to 
require less food at each meal. After 
a few days of taking less food than 


you have been used to you will find 
that you do not need it. You can 
then begin to emit sugar, cream, all 
oily foods, and some starchy ones. 
Watch your weight; if you are losing 
at the rate of one pound to one and 
a half pounds a week, you. will not 
need to make any further concessions 
in dieting: but if you do not lose 
weight omit still more of the starchy 
foods.

Based on! nsanity 


A final plea for 
Curry, of Lyons, sentenced to hang 
for the murder of Burleigh Phillips 
in February, 1920, was made Monday 
before the Georgia prison commission 
by Attorney E. J. Giles, also of Lyons. 
George W. Lankford was the attor- 
ney for the state. 

In his appeal, Attorney Giles argu- 
ed that Curry is insane and present- 
ed a petition signed ‘by 21 of the 60 
jurors who have passed upon Cur- 
ry’s case in its journey through the 
courts, urging commutation of the 
death sentence to life imprisonment. 

Curry has been tried and convicted 
four times and sentenced to death each 
time. There also has been one mis- 
trial. The case has been before the 
supreme court four times, the last 
appeal for new trial having been fe- 
fused recently. 

In opposing the appeal for, clem- 
ency, Mr. Lankford cited both the tes- 
fimony of neighbors of Curry, and his 
war record, to show that he was sane. 
He also pointed out that “60 men have 
sat in juries on this case in all five 
trials and 59 of these have voted to 
hang the defendant, only one held out 
for a mistrial.” He presented a peti- 
tion which he said was signed by over 
80 of the 60 jurors, asking that there 
be no commutation of the death sen- 
rence. 

No decision. was made in the case 
by the prison commission Monday. tt 
t@ the custom for the commission. to 
hear appeals for commutations, pa- 
roles, pardons, etc., during the first 
week of the month and devote the bal- 
ance of the month to consideration of 
records in the various cases and mak- 
ting of decisions.

species and varieties. The crosses 
of the first were wholly successful 
and satisfactory, but no foreign lily 
could be crossed with any of our west- 
and this was in accordance 
with the theory that the limits of 
affinity had been reached with the 
fereign species, which made suecess- 
ful crossing impossible. 

It was. easy to persunde Mr. Bur- 
bank to talk about the lilies—tis 
Leart had been in the work and his 
beauty loving soul had rejoiced in the 
slowing, fragrant creations which 
grew under his hand, and opened for 
the first time before the eyes of the 
world. 

One could not but reeall the line: “A 
thousand years in thy sight is but as 
yesterday,” when listening to the 
‘quiet, gentle voice telling of the work 
wf fifty years.- 

There had been years of selecting 
crossing and re-selecting, of continu- 
ous work and hope. but never of dis- 
couragement. In his own words, Mr. 
Burbank says: 

“Can my thoughts be imagined after 
st Many years of patient care and 
labor, as walking among these li#ies 
on a dewey morning, I looked upon 
these new forms of beauty on which 
other eyes had never gazed? A new 
worl of beauty seemed to have been 
found and a full recompense for all 
the care *hestowed upon em,” 

And not just a few indred or 
thousand of these lilies, but thou- 
sands of bulbs of each variety, and 
half a million bulbs yet to unfold 
their petals for the first time—and 
several pounds of hybridized lily seed 
tlanted each season! It seems all 
on so stupendous a scale of work 
fand experiment as hardly to be real- 
ized, yet all so quietly and simply 
teld—all in the day’s work, the year’s 
work, the work of a lifetime given up 
to creating new forms of beauty and 
xrace. 

Many questions were asked and 
there seemed no end to the fascinat- 
ing subject, but Mr. Burbank never 
tired of telling me of his lilies.

To 
further industrial progress and to ob- 
tain the industrially produced neéces- 
sities which an ever-increasing...con- 
tact with the outside world requires, 
China must look to other nations. 
The world’s greatest industrial pow- 
ers have for years recognized the_tre- 
mendous potentialities in China as 
a purchaser and also as a source cf 
such raw materials as iron, petroleum 
and coal, the supplies of which are, 
in many countries, being heavily ci- 
minished. The last quarter of a cen- 


tury has seen an interesting race to 
capture China’s trade. The results of 
this race are shown above, as tzeken 
from U. S. department of commerre 
data. Since 1900 China’s foreign 
trude has quadrupled, but up to ‘he 
time of the world war the bulg of 
her imports ca mefrom Europe. Tbe 
war was this country’s opportunity 
and our share of China’s imports 
jumped from less than 6 per cent in 
A9TS to almost 19 per cent in 1921. 
Japan, alone, of the other naticns, 
now leads us in trade with China, and 
that lead is largely due to proximity. 
Kuropean nations in recent years, 
however, have been recovering some 
of their lost advantages and now, if 
the United States is to hold its posi- 
tion, it must exert every effort to 
compete with those nations endeavcr- 
ing to win back their old place. 

France, Great Britain and Belgium 
have made rapid strides in this di- 
rection since 1921 and Germany, 
which lost practically all its trade 
with China during the war. has al- 
most regained its 1914 position.
